HIGH WATER TOPPLES OVER 
TEMPORARY BRIDGE SUPPORT 


Accident Will Not Delay Opening 
of New Highway link at 
Cc of Rocks. 
High water in the Mississippi, 
when the river began rising about 
10 days ago, toppled over a tall, | 


bridge at Chain of Rocks. This Sup- | 
port, known as a bent, is at the 
bottom of the stream, and the con- 
tractor, the American Bridge Co., 
faces the difficult problem of rais- 
ing it. Various means, including 
the use of a Government snag boat, 
have been considered. 

The eastern end of the bridge, 
over the channel, consists of two 
70%-foot spans. There is a gap of 
avout 150 feet in the western one | 
of the spans remaining to be built. | 
The sunken bent had been under 
the eastern span. About half of it | 
had been removed, preparatory to | 
installing it under the other span, | 
when the water rose and driftwood 
struck the remainder of the struc- | 
ture hard enough to upset it in the | 
strong current. 

When the water subsides anoth-. 
er bent will be* installed under the 
unfinished span, permitting the 
last of the steel work to be erected. 
Had the contractor had two more 
days before the high water the ac- 
cident would have been averted. 
Only about six days will be required 
to finish the gap. During the win- | 
ter it was impossible to do this} 
work because of ice in the river | 
that would have crushed the bent. 
In the meantime the bridge and 
its immediate approaches will be 
paved with concrete, so that no 
time will be lost in opening the 
bridge to traffic. It is expected to 
be rpady this spring. A four-mile 
paved road across the Illinois bot- 
toms to Mitchell is available now.

To Tour Mexico. 

From now on I think it the duty 
of baseball people to do everything 
they can to spread the gospel of 
baseball in other lands. I think so 
well of it personally that we are 
mnaking arrangements to take the 
Giants on a tour of Mexico next 
spring, playing at Monterey, Mex- 
ico City and other important cen- 
ters. 

When we played in Laredo and 
later visited Nuevo Laredo in the 
state of Coahuila we were a little 
apprehensive about the revolution 


at first. In a single day, though, 
the people were so interested in 
baseball that not once did we hear 
the revolution mentioned. All 
they talked was the games between 
our team and the San Antonio 
Bears, and the Mexicans were just 
as enthusiastic in rooting as the 
Texans. 

Stanley Harris and the Tigers, 
wer at Phoenix, Ariz.. have sensed 
the same desire of the Mexicans 
and border people for some real 
Sport rather than continual wor- 
ries over political conditions. 

When more clubs train near the 
border I have the feeling that the

The waiting attack, of course, is 
very simple. It consists merely in 
not swinging until forced to. Bat- 
ters, playing that sort of a game, 
will take two strikes without mov- 
ing the bat from their shoulders. 
And its purpose is two-fold. 

The first purpose is to make the 
pitcher work as hard as possible. 
Fellows who swing at the first 
ball are giving the pitcher all the 
best of it. In that sort of an at- 
tack a pitcher can get through on 
inning with pitching only three or 
four balls. Against a waiting at- 
tack a pitcher can get through an 
even if everything he pitches is a 
strike. 

The second purpose of a waiting 
attack is to take advantage of a 
pitcher’s wildness. With a lot of 
pitchers, if the hitter has patience 
enough to wait and wait, he 
eventually will draw a base on balls

The advantage, of course, 
is that by prearranged signal 
which tells the runner just what 
the hitter will do, the runner is 
enabled to get a long lead and 
can advance an extra base.

With the hit-and-run play on 
the man at the bat usually short- 
ens his stride and eases up on his 
swing. That’s because he’s got to 
make sure of hitting the ball. Fail- 
ure to hit the ball on a hit-and- 
run play means almost certain 
death to the runner—and hitting 
the ball, unless it happens to be a 
hard liner direct into an infielder’s 
hands, is practically a guarantee 
that the runner will reach his base 
safely.

Possibility of 


Radio Quarrel 
With Canadians 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—Pos- 
sibility of a broadcasting quarrel 
with Canada is beginning to worry 
members of the Federal Radio 
Commission. 

Canada has for its exclusive use 
six channels and shares 12 other 
channels with the United States. 

For nearly two years, Canada 
has been attempting to convince 
the United States that it should 
have exclusive use of at least 12 
channels and share 24 with this 
country. 

American officials have balked 
at such a division. They assert 
that on the basis of population 
Canada already has more than ite 
fair share. 

An informal or “gentlemen's” 
agreement is in effect. However, 
it has not been formally ratified 
Both countries appointed commis- 
sioners to negotiate formal agree- 
ments, but they were unable to 
bargain. 

There is much complaint in 
Canada about the present agree- 
ment... One or two provinces in

ECAUSE next Friday is Good 
B Friday the St. Louis Symphony 

Orchestra -has postponed its 
concert program of that afternoon 
until Monday at 3 p. m., at the 
Odeon, when Georges Enesco, one 
of the most interesting interna- 
tional figures in music, will be 
soloist. Enesco will appear at the 
regular Saturday night concert at 
the Odeon at 8:30, of which there 
is no postponement. 

Enesco appears here in his roles 
of violinist and composer. If the 
opportunity had offered he might 
have also been programmed as con- 
ductor, organist or cellist. As vio- 
linist he will play works so dif- 
fering in time and in spirit as 
Chausson’s “Poeme” for volin and 
orchestra. and as the Seventh Con. 
certo of Wolfgang Mozart. In time 
a full century separates those 
numbers. In spirit the Chausson 
is mysterious, impassioned, doubt- 
beset. though it resolves itself in 
splendid affirmations. The Mo- 
zart is full of sunlight and joy. 

As composer Enesco will be rep- 
resented by his Rumanian Rhap- 
sody No. 2, which will then be 
presented for the first time in St. 
Louis. The first of those Rhap- 
sodies of his was presented by Mr. 
Goossens at his first concert of 
last season. 

Enesco. when he was four years 
old. asked his father for a violin. 
When the father, a farmer, re- 
turned from town with a toy with 
three strings the child threw it fn 
the fire. He wanted a violin to 
make music with. 

At seven he was 
and brouxzht befcre 
as a candidate for the Conserva- 
tory. “It’s no cradle” said the vio- 
linist, eeowling over his glasses, but 
he heard the boy and took him, 
not only into the cons2rvatory Lut

into his home. Four years later 
young Enesco at 11 had won the 
conservatory’s first prizes in violin 
and in harmony. He went t? Paris 
while still a youth and ere he 
was 20 had won the first prize in 
violin, and had had his first or- 
chestral composition produced by 
Edouard Colonne at. his concerts. 
Faure and Massenet had been his 
teachers. 

Then came tours as a Violin vir- 
tuoso. Carmen Sylva, was & 
queen as well as a poet, appointed 
the youthful genius court violinist 
to the Rumanian Court, and so he 
still remains. 

Much of Enesco’s life has been 
spent in Paris where he remained 
until the war when he returned 
to Rumania to share with his peo- 
ple in its hardships. 

The Mozart Concerto he  pre- 
sents was lost from 1837 until 
1907 when it was rediscovered. It 
is now recognized as authentic and 
is dated from the times when the 
voung “Mozart was seeking to es- 
cape bondage to the Archbishop 
Hieronymus. 

Another first time number on 
Mr. Goossens’ program is Gustav 
Holst’s Oriental Sketcf “Beni 
Mora.” It is a musical transcrip- 
tion of the scene of Robert Hich- 
ens’ famous novel “The Garden of 
Allah.” 

Mr. Goossens as his major work 
conducts the Mendelssohn “Italian” 
Symphony, a work which has not 
been heard here in several years.

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Heart Interest in Comedy 


By Harold Lloyd 


more than a decade 
ago, the recipe for screen 
comedies consisted of a few gags, 
many pies, and perhaps a little 
mud or molasses thrown in to 
thicken the “plot.” Gradually. 
however, the standard began to 
improve, and I believe the motion 
picture comedy made quicker prog- 
réss than any other division of pic- 
ture making. One of the first in- 
gredients. thrown in to make the 
comedy a better thing to look at 
was a little story material. cohe- 
sion, plausibility. With that prog- 
ress came a development of live 
interest and today, answering a 
question, “What do you think  s 
the heart of a comedy?” I would 
say it is “romance.” 

Romance, properly executed, 
helps to make for rhyme and rea- 
son in a comedy, gives it a touch 
of sincerity without which no pic- 
ture, or I might qualify this and 
say few pictures, can hit the bull's 
eye of popular response. 

This is one thing we learned 
many years ago. Even in the early 
days of our one-reelers, after I 
had adopted the horned rims, and 
introduced our present-day charac- 
ter, we attempted to tie together 
a string of incidents and gags to 
establish a measure of _ sincerity 
and story value. 

We realized that love interest, 
romance, was an absolute necessi- 
ty for comedy, and this fact never 
was lost sight of in any of our pic- 
tures after we had the glass char-

acter well under way. 


[: all our two-reelers we stressed 
the “heart interest’’ and in all of 
our features we have attempted 
to incorporate as much romance as 
possible without interfering too 
strenuously with the development 
of comedy. 

Most every person who attends 
motion pictures wants a certain 
amount of romance with their en- 
tertainment. A vast majority, pre- 
fer, of course, that it be held 
within bounds and not laid on too 
thickly. That is why we have al- 
ways endeavored to make our love 
interest blend unobtrusively with 
whatever story we were relating. 

Motion picture comedy produc- 
ing today is virtually an entirely 
different art than it was 10 years 
ago. The entire principles and 
precepts have been altered. Slap- 
stick is virtually passe. SHroad 
comedy, when mixed with a fair

portion of legitimate comedy, still 
has its place in the sphere of ef- 
tertainment.

HE advent of sound and dia- 
Ticeue is going to give another 

impetus to the art of producing 
laughs. It is regrettable to us that 
we did not have sound in the days 
when we filmed “The Freshman,” 
which in many ways has been one 
of our biggest pictures. This pro- 
duction was made to order for 
sound and dialogue. The football 
sequences would have been 
strengthened a hundredfold head we 
been able to record the voices of 
the $0,000 people who attended the 
California-Stanford games at which 
many of the scenes were filmed. 

Dialogue should be an important 
factor in the maintaining of in- 
terest in comedies during those 
stages where the picture slows 
down to permit of story telling. 
One of our chief difficulties in 
comedy production is to retain the 
interest of an audience when 
progressing from one laugh se- 
quence to another. This we have 
done in the past with story. If 
our “plot” fell down, we were 
sunk. With dialogue and sound it 
will be much easier to hold an au- 
dience’s interest during these 
“building” sequences.

EAK gags can be strengthened 
W with the aid of dialogue. 


Sound can build up certain 
places, especially in pictures sim- 
ilar to that which we are now 
producing, where mystery will be 
an important element. Take a 
couple of fellows groping around 
in the dark, in a Chinese den, toss 
in some sound and perhaps a lit- 
tle dialogue, and you have the 
foundation for hilarious action. 

But underlying everything in 
comedy, there must be motivation 
for whatever you are doing. And 
here romance often provides the 
entire background. Analyze “Safe- 
ty Last’ where we had to climb a 
12-story building. Back of that 
climb was the sincere desire of our 
character to “make good” for the 
girl he wanted to marry. He had 
to have money to marry on, where- 
in lies the ultimate reason for the 
human fly act. 

“Dr. Jaen,” “art Gay.” “cae 
Kid Brother,” all had romance back 
of their comedy setting. “Grand- 
ma’s Boy” had romance, but more 
heart interest—the boy's love for 
his aged grandmother and coun- 
sellor. 

But whether you call it “ro- 
mance” or “heart interest,” in 90 
per cent of the comedies of the 
type we produce it will be found 
the “heart of the picture.”

BRITAIN TIGHTENS GRIP 
UN TRANS-JORDANIA 


it From First 
Parliamentary Election in 


Mandated Country. 


Expected to Benef 


By the Associated Press. 

JERUSALEM, March 
considerable stress and difficulty, 
national parliamentary elections 
have been held for the first time 
in Trans-Jordania—the British 
mandated land to the east of th 
Jordan River, and one result oP 
the poll is likely to be a political 
agreement with Great Britain. 
Trans-Jordania, an “independent 
Amirate,” is one and a half times 
the size of Belgium, and has @ 
population of 300.000. - 

To Great Britain the Amirate 
means part of the route to India. 
Through a sort of corridor between 
Syria and The Nedid, this route 
leads right up to the frontier of 
Iraq, another British mandate 
which, in turn, borders Persia. 

It stands to reason, therefore, 
that Trans-Jordania, despite its 
“independent” status must be kept 
just as securely under control from 
London as the land west of the 
Jordan which, even though the two 
countries are administered by the 
same government in Jerusalem, to- 
day alone bears the official desig- 
nation of “Palestine.” 

Would Seek England's Advice. 

The agreement to be submitted 
by Amir Abdul Hamid to his 
parliament provides, among other 
things, that on questions of State 
finance, or the issue of new money 
or proposed changes in the Consti- 
tution, or the succession to the 
throne, the Amir shail “seek she 
advice” of Engrand. He further 
undertakes to enact the necessary 
laws and regulations for carrying 
through Great Britain’s internation” 
al liabilities af affecting Trans-Jor- 
dania and to refrain from issuing 
or enforcing any laws calculated 
to interfere with the carrying out 
of these liabilities. 

By the agreement Great Britain 
secures the right to maintain and 
mobilize military forces in Trans- 
Jordania. As regards the procla- 
mation of martial law, the Amir 
is required to follow the advice 
of the British Resident. who him- 
is responsible to the British 
High Commisstongr in Jerusalem. 
Furthermore the Amir must place 
the administration of the districts 
concerned in charge of such British 
officials or officers as England 
may désignate. 

No customs barriers may be 
erected between Palestine and 
Trans-Jordan without the consent 
of both countries. In the fram- 
ing of laws designed to secure land, 
money or other property to the 
Amir, England must first be con- 
sulted.

PROBABLE IN CHICAGO 


Plan for Using Amphibians for 
Trips to Suburbs Under 
Consideration. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, March 23.—Chicago’s 
commuters soon may be using air- 
planes as they hurry from business 
in the loop to the quiet of Evan- 
ston, Milmet:ec, Lake Forest and | 
other suburban districts. 

The first step has been taken, 
with opening by Harbor Master C. 
J. Agnew of the protected waters 
around navy pier for use of air- 
planes jn taking off and landing. 

Navy pier, in turn, is a short dis- 
tance from the loop district, so that 


hydroplane commuters may swing 
out onto the pier by taxi in three 
or four minutes after leaving their 
offices, step into their planes and 
take off for home 30 or 40 miles 
from the business district. : 


Will Use Amphibians. 
Chicago and its suburban dis- 
tricts are peculiarly well situated, 


according to aviation enthusiasts, 


for the use of hydro airplanes and | 


amphibians, and it is expected that 
out-of-town residents may be fly- 
ing daily as far as 200 miles to 
summer residences on the upper 
reaches of Lake Michigan.

use of amphibian planes. 

Hunt Wentworth, Chicago repre- 
sentative of the Sikorsky Amphi- 
bian Co., and other experts in ma- 
rine aviation, have declared the 
harbor will make an_ excellent 
landing station for the combination 
planes. 

Construction of a sand beach, 
according to Lieutenant-Colonel W.

Tower Is Reported Shaky. 


EXCEEDS ESTIMATE 
OF COST BY $7,000,000 


State Orders Inquiry Into 
Condition of Structure— 
Damage Slight, Engineer 
Says.

OMAHA, Neb., March 23.—Ne- 
braska’s new State Capitol, called 
the most wnusual public building in 
the Unitdd States, with its 400-foot 
central tower without a dome, 
which has been under construction 
five or six years and is costing 
some $12,009,000 instead of the 
$5,000,000 first proposed and ex- 
pected, has been discovered to be 
in a bad way with walls cracking, 
great stones crumbling, soft stone 
substituted for hard, leaking roofs, 
damaged plastering and some para- 
pets about ready to fall down. 

Cement between stones in. the 
walls has fallen out, leaving cracks 
which can be seen through, door 
frames are loose and walls are out 
of plumb. Engineers say that un- 
less repairs are made the walls will 
fall. One newspaper, after an in- 
vestigation, suggests the great cen- 
tral tower, the tallest building be- 


pleted. 

The situation is considered so se- 
rious that the State Legislature has 
appointed a committee of investi- 
gation, and Nebraska taxpayers are 
appalled at the unexpected expense 
with which they are faced, No su- 
pervision is being made of the

Sacrifice to the “Artistic.” 

The desire for “artistic effect” 
is being charged in certain quar- 
ters as a reason for part of the 
damage. “Short bonding” of the 
stones, which the architect said 
would make for the most artistic 
effect, was ordered stopped by the 
Legislature some years ago, be- 
cause that system was not consid- 
ered the best workmanship, but 
which has been continued despite 
the Legislature's orders, is said to 
be responsible for many broken 
stones. 

The use of three different grades 
of stones, also desired for “artistic 
effect,” has caused the substitution 
of two softer grades instead of the 
“No. 1” stones called for in the 
specifications and contracts.

abject poverty. 

The critics of the department 
are never quite clear as to what 
they are actually critising, wheth- 
er it be the character of the men 
we send to render the clerical and 
social service necessary to the ad- 

ministration of our embassies and 
legations abroad, or the _intelli- 
gence of the men

Ambassador Must Be Wealthy. 


As to the former, the problem is 
immediate. No matter how good 
a man may be at the so-called dip- 
lomatic game, no matter 
much he may know about a for- 
eign country, there are only a lim- 
ited number of posts in Europe to 
which he can be sent to serve ef- 
fectively or live possibly, unless 
he happens to have a fortune of 
his own. If one travels, as I do 
year after year in Europe, he is 
bound to discover that, below the 
rank of ambassador or Minister— 
appointments usually made for 
political reasons—the counsellors 
and secretaries of our service may 
quickly be divided into two class- 
es: the rich, who are paying large- 
ly for the privilege of serving, and 
the poor, who are enduring every 
form of personal privation and 
humiliation to follow a profession 
to which they bring just about the 
same degree of enthusiasm and 
ambition that any earnest person 
brings to any form of human ac- 
tivity. 

To jump from this to the rath- 


er general assumption that only) 


the poor are good and al! the rich 
are incompetent, is as absurd as it 
is familiar. Some of the best men 
that I have met in foreign service 
have been fortunate enough to be 
bevond the handicap of financial 
worry, while, on the otber hand, 


among the poor there is the very | 


great wastage due to the fact that 
not a few, and those of the best, 
give up the struggle, refuse to 
subject their wives to the humilia- 
tions and their children to the 
hardships inevitable under the cir- 
cumstances. 


Nonsense About Career Men.

CEDAR RAPIDS, Iowa. 
HE REV. LLOYD 
SHANKLIN, B. D., 
is still preaching a 
primitive brand of 
Salvation in this 
thriving Midwest- 
ern city, still prac- 
ticing his ‘“‘faith- 
healing,’ still ex- 
horting a band of 
the faithful, cqnsiderably diminished 
in number, however. The groans and 
the amens of the more devout rise up 
nightly. This in itself is A startline 
fact. 

For there has been a determined 
and long-drawn effort to scourge the 
town of this unctuous man of 323. It 
has been led by Verne Marshal, editor 
and part owner of the only local pa- 
per, the Cedar Rapids Evening Ga- 
zette and Republican. Marshai, who 
ls an influential figure in Republican 
politics in this State, became suspicious 
When Shanklin came here nearly two 
years ago and-later charged that the 
evangelist was a quack and a fraud, 
Dilking humble people by means of his 
Quackeries. Since the day when he 
reached that conclusion, Marshal has 
Waged a relentless campaign to drive 
the evangelist out of town. 

All of which goes to prove that a 
self-made riartyr may be down but 
he’s never out. He can still have re- 
Course to the holiness of his martyr- 
dom, glorying in abuse, reveling in 
criticism, 

The affair reached what was nearly 
& climax not long ago when the hus- 
band of a member of Shanklin’s flock 
made charges. in Marshal's newspaper, 
that the evangelist had been too 
friendly with his wife. This man, Dill- 
man Beck, is a hard-boiled individual, 
With eyes ike bright, brown marbles. 
and a Stubborn jaw He was prepared 
(© combat any trifling with his wife's 
affections. however innocent, and on 
One occasion chased the evangelist 
through a cornfield, caught up with 
him Q@nd gave him a severe beating.

It was not the first time that Shank- 
lin had felt the impact of a mascu- 
line fist. There have been several un- 
toward incidents in his troubled ca- 


reer here that have 
ended in_ blows. 
Blows which Shank- 
lin has accepted 
without returning--- 
the righteous meed of 
the meek, 

Keligiton, it seems, 
has always dominat- 
ed his = iife. His 
parents were Seventh 
Day Adventists. They 
brought him up with 
& rigorous severity. 
As a young man he 
drifted about from 
one camp meeting to 
another in Florida, 
Missouri, Oklahoma 
amd Kansas. Then, 
in June of 1927, he 
came to Cedar Rapids 

At first there were omens of a suc- 
cessful harvest in souls. Shanklin’s 
revival meetings, held in a large tent, 
were largely attended. Six to seven 
hundred each night came to hear his 
fiery exhortations. There were faith- 
(‘There is no 
charge for healing services, but vol- 
untary offerings are accepted.’’) 

This man’s claims were all-inclusive. 
All diseases were in his prevince. He 
niaintained that through his prayers 
he could make the lame walk and the 
hlind see. Soon there were neatly-

printed testimonials. 


‘ARSHAL began to be suspi- 
Mf cious The Gazette had accept- 
+ ed Shanklin’s advertisements 
and had even accorded him a small 
degree of publicity. But now, because 
his claims seemed preposterous, Mar- 
shal gays, he decided to investigate 
the evangelist’s past. 

What he found he began to print in 
the Gazette in the column of ‘‘Current 
Comment’ which he conducts. He 
didn’t mince words. He stated with- 
out equivocation that he believed 
Shanklin to be @ fraud and opposed 
to the best interests of this commu- 
nity of 40,000. Through authorities in 
Miami. Florida, Marshal says, he 
learned Shanklin had = once been 
charged with beating and otherwise 
mistreating his wife This, too, he 
printed as fact. 

Shanklin’s flock reacted in various 
ways to this attack on their leader 
Gome were stancher than ever in their 
loyalty. Others were estranged. 

The revival went on, and if the num- 
bers that came to the tent were dl- 
minished, the shouting and the sing- 
ine were louder than ever Marshal 
continued his criticism He pointed 
out the dnevitable reaction which 
would follow the emotional excesses of 
such a revival. 

Then. on short notice, Shanklin an- 
nounced that he was going to jeave 
Cedar Rapids to conduct a revival in

Oklahoma City. The. faithful de- 


manded his presence there, he said. 
It looked like a victory for the Mar- 


shal forces. The health and charita-, 


ble organizations in Cedar Rapids were 
duly grateful. So were the doctors 
and butchers, for Shanklin had de- 
nounced the former and had preached 
that the human system would be pot- 
soned by eating meat. 

But it was soon seen that this was 
merely a luil in the battle, a winter's 
truce. Spring came, and so did 
Shanklin. Misfortune had _ pursued 
him in Oklahoma City. There his 
tent had been destroyed by fire. And 
in this, too, he saw an omen of tri- 
umph for the forces of evil that were 
banded against him. 

Nothing daunted, he now carried 
the warfare into the Marshal camp. 
This was an extremely hazardous 
thing to do. Marshal is one of the 
most important citizens of the town, 
and there were aligned with him vir- 
tually all of the respectable commer- 
cial interests. Moreover, the young 
editor is an tmpetuous individual, 
rather prone, it is said, to settle 
wrongs by foree if they cannot be 
righted by the pen. A year or two 
hefore he had succeeded in having an- 
other ambitious religionist driven out 
of town with unpleasant consequences 
to that gentleman's person. 

On a certain Friday night Shank. 
lin ventured to make personal re- 


marks about Marshal. It is said they 
consisted of hints and insinuations 
rather than open statements. A re- 
porter for the Gazette was present at 
the meeting and duly reported to Mar- 
shal when he came to the office the 
next morning what Shanklin had said. 
Marsha) was wild. And naturally, for 
Shanklin’s insinuations were such as 
would be hotly resented by almost 
anyone. The editor summoned the 
evangelist to his office. 

What happened then is not very 
clear. Instead of placating him. 
Shanklin seems to have aroused Mar- 
shal to even greater heights of rage. 
The editor turned on the evangelist 
and gave him a severe drubbing, with 
attendant noises that could b® heard 
over the entire Gazette plant. In his 
customary fashion, Shanklin accepted 
this punishment meekly. When Mar- 
shal’s anger had abated, he extracted 
a promise from Shanklin to apologize 
publicly for his remarks. 

That night Shanklin appeared on 
the platform somewhat the worse for 
wear. His face was bruised and one 
eye was swollen shut. The word had 
epread and the crowd was larger than 
ever before. The evangelist made his 
apology. He couched it in ambiguous 
terms. He said: of ee tee I 
said it. I apologize.” A Gazette re- 
porter was present and took a sten- 
ographic report of the meeting

refused, with a self- 
righteous gesture, 
and merely bowed su- 
pinely beneath’ the 
rain of blows which 
Marshal directed 
against him. It was 
maddening to have 
an enemy who would 
not stand up in a fair 
fight. Slight  satis- 
faction for the deep 
grievances which 
Marshal harbored 
against the evangelist. This one-sided 
fight was soon ended, but not before 
Shanklin had suffered the further cas- 
ualties of a missing tooth and another 
black eye. 

A day or two later several of Shank- 
lin’s flock, all women, called on Mar- 
shal. They discoursed on the nobil- 
ity of ‘‘Brother Lloyd's’ soul, they 
begged the editor to see the light, they 
cited the ‘cures’ that Brother Lloyd 
had accomplished. They were even 
prepared to pray for the editor's soul. 
Marshal remained firm. While he was 
courteous, he gave them to understand 
that he held a very low opinion of 
Brother Lloyd. 

Then, in their turn, these women 
rose up in their wrath. They called 
down on Marshal's head divine wrath. 
They predicted that vengeance would 
be visited upon him. He showed them 
the door. 

OME weeks later Marshal's wife 
G aie under tragic circumstances. 

In perfect health, she went to the 
hospital for a minor corrective opera- 
tion. Several days later she was 
dead. 

To Marshal's amazement and indig- 
nation, this tragedy was exploilt- 
ed. Not openly, but under  cov- 
er, it was whispered about among 
Shanklin’s faithful that thus had Mar- 
shal been punished. Shanklin was as 
noble as ever. “I felt truly sorry for 
this man,” he says. ‘‘I wrote him two 
letters of condolence, but he never an- 
swered them. I even offered to pray 
for him.” 

For some time there was a lull in 
the combat. Marshal was sick of the 
whole affair. Moreover, recovering 
from the shock into which his wife's 
death had plunged him, he found 
other matters to engage his attention. 
The presidential campaign was on and 
Marshal took an active part in it. He 
conferred frequently with Mr. Hoo- 
ver. In the autumn, however, there 
was one more effort to oust Shanklin 


Lloyd Shanklin. 


A special grand jury was called to in- 
vestigate the evangelist’s activities. 
There had been rumors. One by one 
the women of Shanklin’s choir were 
called before the jury. But they were 
stanchly loyal to the evangelist. They 
denied that there had been any mis- 
conduct on his part. The jury was 
finally dismissed, merely recommend- 
ing that another special panel look 
into the matter further or that it be 
taken up before the regular grand jury 
now in session. 

This, too, was hailed by Shanklin 
and his followers as a vindication. The 
months wore on into winter. Shank- 
lin’s faithful, in greatly reduced num- 
bers, still came to hear the word, still 
paid him tributes. Marshal was called 
to Florida for a conference with Presi- 
dent-elect Hoover. It was rumored 
that he would be Assistant Secretary 
of War. He took his children with 
him and leased a winter home at Mi- 
ami Beach. 


evangelist had the field to himself 

But if Marshal was enjoying a va- 
cation, his assistants on the paper 
were as diligent as ever. When Beck 
filed his suit for divorce, they per- 
seuaded him to make public his ac- 
cusations against Shanklin. The whole 
affair was stirred up again. 

The Gazette quoted Beck as saying: 

“There are no ifs or ands about it 
Shanklin’'s influence over my wife is 
the cause of the whole trouble. That 
night in the cornfield where I beat 
him up after I caught him joy riding 
with my wife he promised he would 
let her alone. But he's been using his 
fefluence on her again and causing 
other disturbances. He has issued a 
handbill that misquotes me on the sub- 
ject. I am making this statement pub- 
lic so that I can protect other homes 
of Cedar Rapids from Shanklin’s in- 
fluence.”’ 

Beck made public the statement 
which he had had Shanklin sign It 
tells of automobile and airplane rides. 
telephone calls and secret meetings. 

‘He signed It all right,’ Beck says 
“That's his signature His face is 
nearly as long as yours, but when I 
finished with him it was round, ab- 
solutely round. He eigned it all right. 
And I knew these things were going 
on I had followed them.’ 

The Becks were a prosperous couple 
They had an attractive bungalow 
home and he makes a good salary a# 
yardmaster for an industrial plant. 
Mrs. Beck works as a stenographer, 
but she lost her position when Beck 
made public his accusation 

Even this newest difficulty § left 
Shanklin undaunted. He promptly 
made use of it. He got out 10,000 
dodgers announcing a great ‘“Vindli- 
cation Meeting.” It was crowded. Mre

There is 
the tale of Dr. Victor Schilling of Ber- 
lin, and it is brought to us by Dr. R. 
B. H. Gradwohl of St. Louis, bacter- 
ijologist and pathologist of the Grad- 
wohl Laboratories. 

Dr. Schilling is one of the world’s 
ablest hematologists, if not the fore- 
most. He has recently made some 
immensely important discoveries in 
blood research. These discoveries oc- 
casioned a journey to Berlin by Dr. 
Gradwohl, who wanted first-hand in- 
formation of Schilling’s researches, a 
journey from which Dr. Gradwohl but 
recently returned. 

As it is permissible for medical 
men to sit about and swap yarns now 
and then in their social moments, it 
came about that Dr. Schilling men- 
tioned to Dr. Gradwohl a journey he 
took not long ago to Moscow. As re- 
layed by the St. Louis physician, here 
is the story: 


R. SCHILLING, being the able 
D hematologist that he is, was in- 

vited to the Russian capital to 
air his knowledge for the benefit of 
Russian physicians. Schilling accept- 
ed the invitation, he made his way to 
Moscow, and began work at one of 
the city’s hospitals. 

One morning, after he had been 
there some time, he and several of his 
Russian fellow workers heard the whir 
of a fast-running, high-powered car 
outside the hospital, they heard the 
screech of its brakes, and looking out

they saw it come to a stop 
before their building. 

An officer of the Rus- 
sian Red army jumped out 
of the machine, several 
troopers jumped out be- 
hind him, the officer drew 
them up in formation and, 
in the best military fash- 
ion, marched them into 
the hospital and straight 
to the laboratory where 
Schilling was at work. 


They not oniy marched 
straight to the laboratory, 
they marched straight to 
Schilling. The officey sa- 
luted the physician, and 
announced, ‘‘Dr. Schilling, 
you will come with us.’’ 
The physician had not the 
least idea what this was 
all about, but he did the 
only thing he could do; he 
followed the officer, and 
for his escort he had the 
troopers who closed in 
about him. 

They marched Schilling 
to the car. Schilling and 
his small army climbed 
aboard, and a mad ride 
began through the Mo6s- 
cow streets, one only términated 
by their arrival at the ‘‘Red Place,” 
the great square in Moscow where 
stand the Kremlin, the Cathedral of St.

-LYMPIA has one 
’ of the strangest 
boats ever built by 
man, the “Ark of 
the Pacific Coast’’ 
bullt to carry the 
true followers of 
the Lord to safety 
when He floods 
the entire coast be- 
cause of the wickedness of ita people. 

Youth, middle-aged and even the 
aged are following the paths of ain, 
says the builder of the boat, and the 
wrath of God will be visited upon 
them. Those who are true believers 
and heed the warning of the prophet 
will be saved; all others shall pay 
with their lives for their wickedness, 
the religious hermit believes. 

And in answer to the revelations of 
God, the hermit has built this strange 
craft to carry him across the angry 
waters to the mountains of the coast 
range, for God's wrath does not in- 
clude those who live beyond the moun- 
tains, but only in the cities of the 
coast. 


HE hermit, whose true name is 
William Greenfield, is aided in 
his work by another who is 
known as Mishael, saying God named 
him that, and Greenfield has adopt- 
ed the title of “Captain’’ as build- 
er of the ark.

The French penal colony commonly 
known as Wevil's Island consists of 
three small islands, the Iles de Salut, 
off the northeast coast of French Gui- 
ana—theere and a portion of the near- 
by mainland. The region is almost 
under the equator. The islands are 
Ile Royale, Ile St. Joseph and Ile du 
Diable, or Devil's Island, this last be- 
ing the most famous of all because of 
the notoriety given it by the Dreyfus 
case. The largest settlement and head- 
quarters for the entire colony is Ma- 
roni, on the mainland. The more des- 
perate convicts are placed on the is- 
lands at first and eventually rewarded 
for good behavior by a transfer to 
Maroni. It is this transfer for which 
every prisoner hopes From Maron! 
there is some slim possibility of escape 
by crossing to Dutch Guiana and 
threading the jungles to Paramaribo. 
From the islands there is no possibil- 
ity of escape. The surrounding waters 
are infested with sharks, which make 
better guards than the armed men who 
patrol the shores.

IRST and foremost, they found

volve almost entirely around 
money Money was the standard 
that dominated evervwhere The 
reader is led to. believe that it is 
because of this fact that the preachb- 
ers of the town, for example are 
rather generally looked down upon 
by @ majority of the bueiness class 
The tendency is to patronize even the 
most aggressive and succeseful preach- 
ers, 10 regard them as rather ineig- 
nificant factors in the life of the com 
ruunity Tolerated but not actually 
accepted. 

Perhaps the next strongest tend- 
ency noted in the tribe-—the tribe that 
comprises Middletown-—is the tend- 
ency to conform, to make all the mem 
bers of the tribe live up to rigidly ap- 
plied standards. The authors write 

“As pointed out above, in connec- 
tion with the disappearance of the 
Sthical Soclety ‘a group that met for
